- The advent of the Hleotric Light in 
Shanghai will soon be, in an experimental 
sense, on accomplished fact -- everythin, 
necessary for the all-important first’ toucl 
has arrived, and is now in course of active 
Preparation at the hands of Mr J. D. Bishop, 

Shortly before nine o'clock on Saturday 
night a fire broke out near the village of 
Nan-i-doo, on tho Pootung shore, und from 
the Iocality and magnitude of the flames it 
was at first believed to be one of the go- 
downs. Several persons crossed the river 
with the intestion of rendering arsistance, 
but on arriving at the place little could be 
donc, The flames originated. in a native 
straw atuck on the Northern side of the 
village, and spread rapidly to threo other 
stacks, and to sayo the village the houses 
nearest to the stacka were pulled down. 
Notwithstanding this preventive measure, 
the flames continued to spread, and somo 
fifteen or twenty other houses caught. fire, 
anfi wore aleo pulled down. The natives 
congregated in thousands, but having no 
other appliances thed the usual squirts and 
water buckets, were powerless to copo with 
the flames, which continued all day on 
Sunday; and at night presented o bright 
appearancd from the Bund, It was how- 
ever, believed that these proceeded from the 
débris of the previous night’s destruction, 
and that the fire had really not spread 
beyond its original limits, ee 

At tho Arseval, on the 12th, in the pre- 
sence. of several rhandarins and foreigners, 
two 40-pounder guns, constructed at that 
establishment on the Armetrong muzzle- 
loading principle, wore proved in the uenal 
youuner with bursting oborges and shot. 
The guns aro said to have stood the severe 
teats to which they were subjected in the

complete a battery of six of the sama de- 
scription, all of which have been constructed 
at the’ Arsenal by Chinese workmon under 
foreign instruction and superintendence, and 
ave turned out well.

ported it at the Cantral Station, When 


} the houso was entered, Moh-yan-ching was 


found lying in a pool of blood on the floor, 
Inspoctor Wilson, of the Louza’ Police 
Station, lost no time in: haying :Moh-yan- 
ching conveyed tu Gutzlaff Hospital, where 
he was attouded by Dr, Jamieson, aud le 
was put under the influence of chloroform 
while his ghastly ‘wounds wero carefully 
dressed. Mr Wilson alio made active 
endeavours to capture the bratal perpetra- 
tors of the outrage; and ha aneceeded in 
gotting hold of two of the ringleaders, one 
being Koo-ching-gee, the man who had sol t 
the pony to Moh-yan-ohing, and who had 
ralsed the quarrel with him. This mav,— 
a protty big. and strong looking follow,— 
had a slight wound on his forehead, Le 
wae found lying at the doorway of the houss 
where tho outrege took place, Two or threa 
others who are supposed to be implicated 
in the affair—and who stayed in'a house 
with Koo-ching-gee in the Naukin Road— 
have also boon apprehended ; but a number 
of other men who are known to have boen 
staying with bim are still at large, Tho 
only wevpon that wae fovind in the room 
by the pailco was a long koife which wes. 
marked with blood ; but the broken sheath 
of a Japanese sword was found, and it is 
‘moat propable | at it was tho blade whioh 
thie sheath encased that waa usod iv the 
butchery. In Koo-ching.gee’s house the 
police discovered an empty kuife-sheath, 
which fita the knife found in the tea br use; 
and Koo-ching--e admité thot that kuife 
belonged to him ; but he‘denies any know. | 
ledge about the Japanese sword sheath, 
At one. o'clock: this morning, Mob-yan- 
ving was still alive, but bis injurtes are so 
severe that there is little hopo uf his being 
able to survive long. He isa man of about 
thirty-two years of age, and stood about 
five feot tow inches in height ; was well 
built and muscular, and altogether a 
superior specimen of a Shiaaman aa far ag 
phyeioal abilities aro concerned, 

Lhe mutilated man died’ next day, and 
at the Mixed Court on the 16th inataut, 
—beforo Chéa,- tie Chineso Magistrate,

1 myvelf atayed 
and soted as Interpreter between the dootor 
in charge and the black peopl, Before 
the above-mentioned day all was quiet, 
waggons arriving constautly and augment- 
{ng tho store provisions, and the only 
varlation in tk monotony was the reports 
of akirmishes taxing place‘on tho othor side 
of tho river; but Feary storm ia often 
preceded by suddén calm. ‘Tho 22nd came, 
and witnessed the battle-in whith the ¥ -r- 
rlors on both sides showed, or perhaps ¥, 70 
compelled to show, a courage that can be 
denied nefthor by contemporarios nor by 
posterity... .. : 

Dr, R——and myself had in the morning 
made up our minds toipay a visit to a. 
missionary in tho’ neighbourhood. When 
about to start at noon, we wore told that a 
great fight was taking placo over the river, 


in company with tho chaplain of the forces: 


wo ascended a hill 500 feot b‘ +h botween the 
station and the river, from which wo had 
an excellent view of what waa going on. 
At a distance of three miles as tho crow flies 
-Wo eaw the place whore the camp wa" made, 
The, whole spot was crowded wis. black 
figures swarming about, Down below us, 
though very hilly and broken, contained a 
large flat betwoon us and the camp, and on 
thie flat we aaw three lines drawn, the one 
end reaching the camp and tho other the. 
tiver. The wholo of it was o shocking 
sight. The heavy firing -from the rifles, 
mixed with the rolling sound of the big 
guns, and the movement of the lincs—all 
thia caused o nervous fooling that some- 
thing terrifying was going on. . What atruck 
us in the beginning was that a good Many 
of tho officers of the Native Congingent had 
one. by one crossed the river home ‘miles 
below the mission station, aad camo gallop. 
ing towards it as fast as the horses could 
carry them, and 03 the left-hand side we 
noticed some of the méuzited natives cross. 
ing at the Drift and driving, somo cattle 
before them. A aes 
Although we could not clearly compre- 
hend this movement we did not poy muoh 
attention to it, our minds being far from 
droaming of the real facts, in the mean- 
time the three Jines had drawn themselves 
more dloss together to one apot. Here was 
a large Kaffr kraal, which was gradually 
‘surrounded and fired at, How many had 
entered it [ do not kuow, and will prob- 
ably never learn, becausé those who wero 
inside there were certainly killed by the 
Zulua’ bullets, After twenty minutes’ 
heavy firlog tho resiatance ceased, and tho 
attacking ones divided thomeclyos ogain, 
Half of them returned towards the camp, 
sad the other ‘half—from 5,000 to 6,000 
approaching the river and the place whore 
was. Firing every nuw and then, they 
teached at last the river, whero another 
skirmish took place, The spot whore they 
crossed was half.a milo below the Drift, 
and was defended by a fow Natal Kaffirs, 
A tolerably good force could easily have 
prevented their -cronsing. Having killed 
those few Natal Kafties they crossed one by 
one. This done, they sat down for helf an 
hour in order to get some rest and: to 
strengthen themselves from the smuff-box, 
Then they separated and again divided into 
parties, the ona following the course of the 
river, the other taking its way towards us. 
We now perceived that the house of a 
neighbouring farmer on the Natal side was 
set on fire ; but we were so far from fanoy- 


ing that the Zulus would oross the river |" 


that we never had the elightest idea of the 
real state of things, ‘but were still thinking 
that. the approaching black people ware our 
own troops. They now were so close to us 
that their bulléta could easily have reached 
us, and we saw that thoy were all naked, 
ft was then apparent to us that the thick 
taaas that ‘swarmed in the camp vere the 
Zulus, who had taken possession of it, the 
tight lines firing at the kraal. were Zulus, 
and, fidally, those who had cromed the 
river and were approaching were Zulus, 
The few whites whom we had seen gallop. 
ing now and then to’ the Natal sido perhaps 
wore the only survivora of all thos who, a 
week before, had entered the Zulu country, 
Our eyes wore opened, but why had they 
not been before? How had the idoa of the 
possibility of a disaster on our side been #0 
far from us that the clearest facts had been 
unable to make it emvor our minds? The 
officers’ flight, the burning farm, the 
immense masaea (say 20,000) moving to and 
fro in light Mnee—why had not this long 
ago told us that the Lord’s thoughts are 
not our thoughts, nor our ways His? These 
ideas were crossing my mind while wa 
gpeedily descended the hill followed by the 
alas, ial: 


Arrived at the-hoases we saw’at once a 


*Y | new provf of the sad truth to which our 


eyes had just been opened. Tho tents 
which surrounded the houses, and were 
used by a company left there under Major 
Sporlding for the protection of the hospital 
and the oommiasariat store, had beon pulled 
down, and temporary barricade of meal 
sacks was made. betweon tha houiss, ata 
distance of twenty yards from one another, 
Here we were met by anxious questions 
from many Itpa, “Do the Zulus come 
here?” and compelled to a swer, “In five 
minutes they will be here,” and in the 
some moment the fighting began in the 


neighbourhood. Though wishing to take |: 


part in the dofence of my own house, and 
at the ame. timo in the defence of an im- 
portant place. for the defence of tho whole 
colony, yet my thuughts went to my wife 
and childron, who were at a phort distance 
from there, and did not know avything of 
On j.and having’ seen one 
party ofthe Zulus making their way in 
tha direction, I followed the desize of my 
boart, saddled my horees, and started to 
warn my family, What my poor family 
had to suffer before, after five days’ journey 
chased by Zulus and frigh- 
tened by all sorts of roports, £ will paes 
over .as of no’ interest for other people. 
The attack on Oscarsburg had been awful, 
Bofore I started I saw a Zulu alone at the 
barricade knoeling and firing. Tho wholo: 
force drew nearer, and the battle -graw 
heavier. Bocn the boapital was.on fire. 
Our people found it impoasible 10 defend 
themeolves inside tho barricade. They 
mubt retire within the will, thug entering 
tho commissariat store, Tho sick people 
were brought here’ except five who could 
not be removed, and who wero stuck by 
the Zulos and burned.,.

in, -~The telegram I sent you to-day will 
have conveyed the sad {ntolligence of the 
misfortune which has occurred to a portion 
of ‘the force under my command; The 
court. of inquiry which is about to assemble 
will, 1 truat, bo able to. collect pufidient 
evidence to explain what at present appears 
to be almost inc,mprehensible ; but, from 
the account .of the few who ereaped, Iam 
ablo to give you a narrative which, though 
perhaps not absolutely acourate an to facts, 
ill convey to you a fubr idea of the events 
of that melancholy day, On Jan, 20, Nod 
Qolumn, tinder. Vol. Glyo, proke up from 
its camp on tho joft aide of the Buffalo 
River, and marched about ten miles slong 
the waggon track which leads from Rorke’s 
-Dritt to the Indent forest, and encamped 
with its back’ to .an, isolated, precipitous- 
fm sided bill of peculiar appearance, calle 
' ‘Insalwans, On the 20th mysolf mado & 
reconnaissance about ten miles on the bame 
waggon track, which skirts the Inhlezatye 
Mountain, as far as place called Matyana’e 
stronghold—a deep valley full of caves, 
with three precipitous sides, over one of 
qhich a small river falls, and flowing ulong 
its bottom, enters the Bnffal> River ata 
distance of about twelvo or fifteen miles. 
Not having time to properly examine the 
sountry rougd this partidular stronghold, 
into which I was tuld the enemy would 
very probably retire, T ordered that tho 
"next day two separate parties ah 
out from camp at an early hour, and bring 
me back a full description of it. One 
under Major Dartnell, consisting of the 
Mounted. Police and Volunteors, of which 
he is commandant, took the same road 
which [ had taken; whilst another, consiat- 
ing of two battalions Native Contingent, 
under Commandant ° Lonsdale, worked 
round a flat-topped mountain called Mala- 
kata, which is the southern part of the 
lnblazatye ra ‘ge. 

‘tbe orders given to the commanders of 
these twoeparties were that they: were to 
effect ® communication along the open 
ground on the Inhlazatye range, and then 
return to camp with the information they 
had been able to obtain, At about 3 P.M, 
one of my own staff flicers who had accom- 
panied. Siajor Dartnell returned to camp, 
pnd reported that the latter bad beew 
unable to cflect a complote reconnaissance of 

~ the country beyond the small river alluded 
to, ae.he had found it occupied by the 
enemy in some force, that he bad called up 
the two battalions Native Contingent, and 


that if 1 nent them three companies of 
‘British Infantry to give them oorfidence he

Idid not consider 
Is Advisable to co. mply with this request, as 
the day was far advenoed and the distance 
great, Biscuit was.sent out to the forve 
which biveuasked on the northern edge of 
the Inhiznatye range.

Having. fixed ‘upon tho 
situation for the camp, and having ordered 
the troops then on the ground to bivouae 
there that night, L atorted toreturn to camp 
with the Mounted Infantry under Licut.- 
Gol, Russell as my excort, when within 
about Biz miles of the camp T found the Ist 
batt. Native Contingent halted, and shortly 
after Uommandant Lonedale rode up to 
report that he had ridden tnto camp, and 
found it in possession of the -Zulus Lat 
‘once nent word to Col. Glyn to bring pack 
all tho'trooze, and I myself advanced with 
the Mounted Infontry avd the Native 
Contingent battalion for about two miles, 
when 1 halted to await the arrival of the 
rent of the force, Liout.-Col, Russell wont 
forward to reconnoltre the camp, and folly 
confirmed all the Commandant Lonadale 
had reported. Up the arrival of. Ool, Glyn 
and his force I-at once formed them into 
fighting order ; guns in the centre, on the 
road, with three companies 2nd batt, 24th 
Regt. -on each flank in fours Native Oon- 
tingent battalions, one on each flank of the 
Ond batt. 24th Hogt. in line, Kuropdéans 
and. natives, armed with guns, forming a 
third rank in front; mounted infantry on 
the extreme right, Natal mounted volun- 
teers on the extrome left, mounted police 
in reserve, 

We advanced’ in this order across the 
plain with great speed and in excellent 
order, but could not reach the neigubour- 
hood of our camp until after dark. The 
artillery came into action on the road and 
shelled the crest of the narrow neck over 
which cur line of retreat lay, whilat 
the left wing, under Major Black, and 
batt. 24th Regt, moved forward to aeina & 
small stony hill ou the left of this neck, 
the occupation of which would secure our 
left flank. “Major Black seized the position 
without opposition, and the right wing then 
advanced and occupied the neck in. ques- 
tion, the right flank being protected by tae 
precipitous sides of the Insalwana Fill 
The whole force lay down amidst the débris 
‘of the plundered camp, and the corpses of: 
dead men, horses, and oxen, fully expecting: 
to be attacked in front, and: moat probably 
in rear also, A few alarme occurred during 
the night, but it paased, however, 
a shot being fired at us. . 

‘At carly dawn the following morning I 
ordered the troops to move off with all 
apead to Rorke’s Drift, about which post I 
was in some atsiety, The troops had no 
spare ammunition and only a few bicouits. 
& large portion of them had no other food 
for forty-eight hours All had marched at 
least thirty miles the day before, and had 
passed an almost sleepless night on the 
siony ground No one, therefore, was fit 
for any prolonged exertion, and it Was 
certain that duylight would reveal a sight 
which could not but have 6 demoralinng 
éffec: upou the whole foree. Ldetermined, 
therefore, te reach our nearest supply 
dep dv at Rorke’s Drift as quickly as possible,

On sighting the post at Rorke’s Drift 
heavy smoke was seen to be rising from the 
house, and the Zulus were seen retiring 
from it, lt appeared as if our suoplies at 
that post wore lost to-ns, and 7 felt that 
those at Belpmakaar, some twelve miles 
further off, must have sbared the same fate:

Upon the “general question of Detec- 
tives—around which there was wont.to 
be encirded the very worst suspicions— 
it may bo well to remind the new Gan- 
bling Commission of some of the views 
which thoir predecessors of 1872 formed 
at: that time upon the evidence produced. 
In their Report they state :— - 

48, Mush has been eaid in the ovidence 
both for md against the use of Chinese de- 
teotives, the opinions expressed. being of the 
most opposite nature. The Honourable 
Charles May has o fecling with re ard to 
these which it is no exaggeration to describe 
asta hémr of them.(p. 48), and it is impos- 
sible to dny:that there is rouch justice in 
his view, Mr. Deane, on the other hand, 
ia in favor of a cdutious and. limited use of 
them (p.42 and passin), while Mr. Dougie 
is’ even penunine as to their great utility 
when catefully aupervised (pp. 61, 62). 

49, The Commission strongly held that 
the efforla of the Police: should be mainly 
applied to the prevention of crimo rather 
than to ta detection, which is and always 
will be surrounded with extraordinary dif- 
ficultie, But at the same time they con- 
sider tht it would be nothing les than 

of the Police, even in 
view of these great difficulties, to abdicate 
their diteative functions, Three outlines 
of detottive systems havo been laid before 
the Commission, one by Mr. Deano (p. 42), 
one by Mr, Douglas (pp. 61, 62), and one 
by, Inspotor Grimes (p. 119), ‘The Com- 
mission have not sufficient practical know- 
ledge, wof*do they think it within their funo- 
tions’ » decide on the merits of these 
scheme! a task which must. be left to the 
Police authorities, ‘The majority, however, 
are fuly prepared to advise that some well- 
consideed detective system should be sat on 
foot without delay and that, fo pains should 
be ‘spared in its organisation, As part o 
such sytem they have no hesitation in re- 
commending that, as urged by both Messra, 
Deane tnd Douglas, a vigilant wateh should 
be kept upon the passengers who land from 
river steamers ond fast-boats, and that 
ooonalnallr detectives should, travel upon 
these; , that, to quote the words of Mr. 
Doughs (p. 61), ‘a known thief should 
never have five minutes’ rest in the Colony.” 


Thora aro many residents besides the 
worthy and experienced Mr May who 
haves “horror” of Chinese detectives, 
and yob very little in the way of deteo. 
tion can be done without their direct or 
indiret assistance: Tho Chinese detec» 
tives are doubtless strictly ’ supervised 
under thé present system; bub it is 
almost impossible, we are inclined . to 
believe, to obtain absolute integrity for 
the auount paid to them as salary; As 
for the gambling deteotives, thelr reputa- 
tion, though Celestial, is not angelic, nor 
is it meh as would embalm their names 
in-fulure editions of “ goody ” biographies 
for the young, It may he that it is 
most inadvisable to entrust the Police 
with the supervision or dolection of 
“ ganbling-hella,” equally with ‘ opium- 


dens" and sly brothels, ‘of which Hong-, 


kong seems still to posses far more than 
a reaonable share}; yet we sincerely 
truat that rome. better plan will be 
auggeted by the Commission for regula- 
ting gambling-dens than that now in 
force, Much has been said and written 
about the practicability or otherwise of 
entinly auppressing. gambling in this: 
Colony, from the days of ‘the “moral 
six "downwards. No whole-hearted at- 
tempt has ever yet been made to do so 
effectually—at least no energetic legisla- 
tion hes ever beon introduced which 
would: thoroughly meet, the difficulties 
raisol on every side by the wily Asiatics 
whoare determined to lose or vin money 
by gumbling. We havo heard it from 
the most impartial and well-informed 
authority that gambling could be entire- 
ly itamped out here; and it will, we 
p oxime, form one of the duties of the 
prewnt Commission to discover the

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-deliyery of any letter, book, or-other 
postal packet (even if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any ipjury which's packet may sustain 
during its transmission. 

To guard against euch injury all postal 


packets which are likely to suffer from- 


slamping or from great pressure Bhould be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter 


- Tho following Regulations as té the 
{Indemnity to be paid in certain canes on 
the loss of Kegistered correspondence have 
been mado by His Excellency the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section X11, 

The Post Oflice is not legally responsible 
for the safo delivery of Registered corres 
pondonce, but henceforth 1t will bo pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such, 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
canes, provided :— . 

1, ‘that the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration -require. 

2. That the lettor was securely enclosed 
in a xcasonably trong envelope. 

3, That application was ‘made to the 
Postmaster Genoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, tho 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost, 

4, ‘That the Posimaster General is satia- | 
fied that the losa occurred whilst the corres. 
pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreek, 
nor by tho dishouesty or negligence of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. 

5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
demage to lragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound books, ce, 
which reach their destination, although in 
a broken or detetiorated condition. -
